SCHOOL COMMITTEE CHANGES 


PAY pouicy 


‘Teachers who have had l0years 
of service, including supervisors, 
in the Wilmington Public Schools. 
will no longer be required to con- 
tinue their outside study courses, 
according to a policy change adopt- 
ed by the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee, last night, = 

‘The change in policy embodied 
two of four points which had been 
requested by representatives of 
the Wilmington Teachers Associ- 
ation, 

George Cogan and Miss Miss 
Mary Quinn represented the Tea- 
chers Association, 

The motion for the adoption of 
the new regulation was made by 
Glen Connolly, but for teachers 
only, R was amended by George 
Robertie to include the supervi- 
sory personnel, after which Con- 
nolly explained that he had left 
out those people because at a fu- 
ture date he intends to have a dis~ 
cusion about a separation in cer- 
tain respects of teachers and su- 
pervisors, Connolly voted for the 
amendment made by Robertie. 

As voted the requirements are 
now that new teachers will have 
to complete 14 steps of study or 


other work, to attain a full pay 
Status under the annual increment 
schedule, while teachers and su- 
pervisors who have taught in Wil- 
mington for ten years need not 
continue their outside studies, 

The schedule adopted two years 
ago by the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee required Wilmington tea- 
chers with a Bachelor’s Degree 
to achieve six credits in a thre 
year period, if they wished to 
qualify for a pay increment, and 
Masters to achieve three credits, 

Miss Quinn told the School Com- 
mittee that 99 of the 146 teachers 
on her list had either Master’s 
degrees or were working for such 
a degree, 

A phase of the vote two years 
ago could possibly have led some 
of the teachers who were at their 
maximum pay schedule to believe 
that they did not need to continue 
their studies, and it was this 
thought which led to the discussion 
and the vote, although neither the 
representatives ofthe teachers nor 
the School Committee members 
believed such to be the case in 
any present instance. 


WEBTEX PROPOSES ADDITION

The Board of Selectmen, Mon- 
day night instructed the Town Ma- 
nager to communicate with Robert 
Corey of Dracut, the present ow- 
ner of the old gravel pit at the 
North Reading line on Salem St, 
and also the owner of another pit 
off the old Salem Lowell Railroad 
and see about having the proper- 
ties fenced in, so as to discour- 
age swimmers, 

The action came because of the 
midnight drowning, three weeks 
ago, of a girl who was swimming 
in the former Van Steensburg pit, 

Under Section 33A of the town 
by laws the Selectmen may re- 
quire the owners of land which 
has been excavated to erect bar- 
riers or take other suitable mea- 
sures within five days after they 
have been notified in writing that 
the Selectmen consider such an 
excavation to be a hazard, 

The penalty for violation of the 
section 1s $20 a day, but not more 
that $200, 

Selectman Charles Black, ob- 
serving that it would be cheaper 
for the owner to pay the $200 
than to erect a barricade around 
the 40 acre pit, suggested a con- 
ference with the owners instead, 

Corey has alread done consid- 
erable towards cleaning up the 
pits, which were left in a bad 
condition after the ‘gravel wars’ 
in this town five years ago. 

bouchard, Tuesday night told 
the Planning Board that he was 
against any commercial operation 
in the former gravel pits, by any 
owner who was inviting out of 
town people to go swimming there. 

R was his opinion, Bouchard 
said, that the pits should be re- 
served for a recreational area for 
people of Wilmington.

FINANCES DISCUSSED IN EXECUTIVE SESSION 


Finances were the indirect subject of a con- 
versation in the executive meeting of the Board 
of Selectmen, Monday night, with three Select- 
men, Black, La Rivee and Mrs Drew feeling that 
economy should be the rule, and the fourth mem- 
ber present, John Brooks, keeping quiet for the 
most part. 

T Jerry Bouchard had a number of proposals 
on projects which he would like to try in Wil- 
ming ton. 

Mrs Drew told Bouchard that she was old 
enough to be his grandmother, and that she was 
very much aware that the people in Wilmington 
were getting fed up on the tax increases. 

The projects that Mr Bouchard had in mind, 
she said, were perhaps very fine, but they 
would cost additional money, and she couldn't 
see where the money was coming from. 

Mr La Rivee spoke in a similar tenor, 
Charles Black joined in. 

On one point John Brooks spoke up, and that 
was for a projected increase in the salary of 
the principal Assessor. 

Bouchard has a candidate for the position 
who has a background from one of the major uni- 
versities in the area, and Bouchard wants to 
pay $7500 a year, which, he said, his candidate 
would accept. Brooks was enthusiastic. 

Charles Black, after considering the back- 
ground report, wondered why the candidate would 
be willing to accept only $7500. He believed a 
man with such a background should be out look- 
ing for a $35,000 a year job.

TM Bouchard, who was rather new at the time, 
said that it might be possible to reconstruct 
the upper end, using Chapter 90 money, if there 
is a meeting of the minds with the Town of An- 
dover, and Essex County, first. In other words 
if the gentleman hangs around long enough the 
signals might be called over again, and the 
town use Chapter 90 (State and County) money 
after all - but that is in the future. 

So now our new Town Manager has got around 
to looking at this year's project, over which 
so much planning and work had been allegedly 
done. 

The first thing he noticed was that there 
was no plans for enlarging the watermain while 
the new street was being comstructed. 

Ballardvale Street has a six inch main, and, 
as many of the common ordinary people know, it 
runs through the North ,;ndustrial Area, in 
which Wilmington hopes to see a lot of indus- 
trial property some day. 

Bouchard has proposed to the Water Commis- 
sioners that they consider a 12 inch water main 
or some alternative, which, they agree, makes 
common sense, and they are now considering the 
problem. 

So it's qeigh Ho for Ballardvale Street, and 
all that work and planning!

Parks 


Over half an hour was spend dis- 
cussing the problem of divorcing 
the Park Department from the 
Planning Board, with everyone a- 
greeing that it was desireable, but 
the Planning Board not willing to 
have a transfer until (1) the base- 
ball diamond problem in the Town 
Park was settled and(2) they had. 
assurances that they would not be 
by-passed in the future plannlig 
of parks and playgrounds for the 
town, 

The TM told the board that he 
believed that the baseball diamond 
would remain in the Town Park, 

He had been having oral conver- 
Sations with the State Department 
of Public Health, and expected to 
shortly have confirmation in writ- 
ing, confirming, he said, 

‘I don’t intend that the baseball 


field should be lost’ he said, ‘The 
vote of the Town Meeting clearly 
indicated the feelings of the town’. 

Town Counsel Philip Buzzell, 
Bouchard reported, was of the o- 
pinion that the legislation which 
had been passed by the State House 
merely gave the Board of Water 
Commissioners ‘water rights’ to 
the Town Park, 

In effect, this means, Bouchard

The Town Manager andthe Plan- 
ning Board came to an almost in- 
stant meeting of the minds, regard- 
ing future zoning problems,
